Its A uthor Declares It W ill Increase Rev­ 
enues $112,000.000. 


.W ashington,

16.— C hairm an 
Dingley, of th e ways a n d m eans com ­ 
m ittee, in response to a request th a t he 
fu rn ish a synopsis of the new tariff 
bill presented by him yesterday, m akes 
the following statem ent: 


“The bill h a s two purposes, namely, 
to raise additional revenue, and to en ­ 
courage the industries of the United 
States.

It seems to have lost its reddish tint. 
It runs off in a golden stream into a 
bed of sand, in which little holes have 
been cut or molded, so that it looks 
for all the world like a garden patch 
ready for x>lanting. 
These holes are 
of just the size and shapo of what is 
known as an iron pig. 
They are 
about as big around as the upper arm 
of a good-sized man and about three 
feet long. 
The yellow stream finds 
its way in through them and soon the 
garden is full of these bright yellow 
pigs, which turn to a copper tint as 
they cool and then change to the gray 
or cold jng iron. 
As the metal is 
cooling the heat waves dance over the 
garden patch of hot iron, and you 
have to hold you hat before your face 
to keep from being scorched. 
After 
the pigs are cooled they are piled up 
ready to be shipped to different parts 
of the United States for use in manu­ 
facturing. 
The slag goes to waste. It 
runs oft* into a great iron pot fastened 
on car wheels, and is wheeled on a 
railroad track some 
distance away 
and emptied out on the slag heap. 
There are mountains of such slag near 
every great furnace, and the invention 
has yet to be made which will turn it 
to any other uses than that of ballast­ 
ing railroads. 


We lead the world not only in tho 
production of iron, but also in the 
making of pig iron. 
We made 1 0 ,- 


0 0 0 , 0 0 0 tons in 1892, which was an 
increase of more than 1 0 0 0 per cent, 
over the product of 1865. 
Since that 
time we have increased our steel pro­ 
duct 360 times, and we are now mak­ 
ing enough steel every year to give 
every man, woman and child in the 
United States 140 pounds, and have 
some to spare. 
Some of our pig iron 
which was lately sent to England, I 
am old, was sold for less than $7 a 
toD. 
We made pig iron at the time 
of the Revolution, ( which was worth 
$50 a ton, and we are making steel 
now, it is said, almost as cheax>ly as a 
good class of iron. 


It is wonderful how iron increases 
the value after it is turned into ma­ 
chinery or articles of use by the 
people. 
You get some idea of what 
labor is worth when you think of it, 
It is estimated by Carroll D. Wright, 
of the Labor Bureau, for instance, 
that seventy-five cents’ worth of com­ 
mon iron oro when turned into bar 
iron is worth $5, 
If you make it into 
horse shoes it is worth $ 1 0 , or if into 
table knives, $180, Seventy-five cents’ 
worth of ore manufactured into need­ 
les is worth $080U, and when made 
into buttons more than $ 2 2 , 0 0 0 . 
If 
the iron is converted 
into ’ watch 
springs its value is almost ten times 
as great, and when turned into hair 
springs your seventy-five cents’ worth 
of rock and stone will sell for tho 
enormous sum of $400,000, 
The dif­ 
ference between seventy-five cents and 
$400,000 is the value paid for labor 
alone. 
So you see that, after all, the 
real wealth of a country lies in the 
muscles and brains of its people. 
If 
wo could turn all of our iron ore into 
hair springs, and could find customers 
for them, wo would be so rich that we 
could buy the whole vorld and take 
flyers in all the speculative property 
on the sun, moon and stars and still 
have money to burn.

Pennsylvania and the Federal 


Cabinets. 


The fact that Pennsylvania has no 


representation in the new Cabinet is 
an old story. 
Since the foundation of 


the Federal Government the Keystone 
State has been honored with only 
twenty-five Cabinet appointments all 
told. 
Pennsylvania has given the Re- 


public only two Secretaries of State 
(not counting the Pennsylvania-born 
Blaine); seven Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury; four Secretaries of War; one Sec- 
retary of the Interior; two Secretaries 
Navy; no Secretary of Agriculture; two 
Postmaster Generals; and seven Attor 
ney-Generals. Thus, exclusive of the 
Attorney-Generals (due to Pennsylva- 
nia's legal prestige) and the Secretaries 
of the Treasury (all of whom were ap- 
pointed before 1850), this State has 
had eleven other Cabinet officers in 
entire history of the Republic. 


Since 
Buchanan's Administration 


(Pennsylvania's 
only President, 
as 


George M. Dallas was her only Vice 
President) there have been only seven 
Pennsylvanian's in the successive Cab- 
inets. 
Of these Secretaries of War Si- 


mon Cameron and Don Cameron serv- 
ed only a year each, the latter being 
one of five under Grant; Secretary of 
Navy Adolph E. Borie served only one 
year under Grant (being succeeded by

The fact that Pennsylvania has no 
representation in the new Cabinet is 
an old story. 
Since the foundation of 
the Federal Government the Keystone 
State has been honored with only 
twenty-five Cabinet appointments all 
told. 
Pennsylvania has given the Re­ 
public only two Secretaries of State 
(not counting the Pennsylvania-born 
Blaine); seven Secretaries of the Treas­ 
ury; four Secretaries of War; one Sec­ 
retary of the Interior; two Secretaries 
Navy; no Secretary of Agriculture; two 
Postmaster Generals; and seven Attor­ 
ney-Generals. 
Thus, exclusive of the 
Attorney-Generals (due to Pennsylva­ 
nia’s legal prestige) and the Secretaries 
of the Treasury (all of whom were ap­ 
pointed before 1850), this State has 
had eleven other Cabinet officers in 
entire history of the Republic. 


Since 
Buchanan’s Administration 
(Pennsylvania’s 
only President, 
as 
George M. Dallas was her only Vice 
President) there have been only seven 
Pennsylvanian’s in the successive Cab­ 
inets. 
Of these Secretaries of War Si­ 
mon Cameron and Don Cameron serv­ 
ed only a year each, the latter being 
one of five under Grant; Secretary of 
Navy Adolph E. Borie served only one 
year under Grant (being succeeded by 
George M. Robeson); and Attorney- 
General Titian J. Coffey served simply 
during an interim in Lincoln’s Admin­ 
istration.

Subsoil ing is sometimes beneficial, 


nnd sometimes useless, und may be in- 
jurious. 
Spring subsoiling is not to 


be recommended. Whenever there is 
a dry, hard subsoil, it will pay to 
loosen it up. Whenever there is a sub- 
soil inclined to run together, and be- 
come compacted, deep and thorough 
loosening is juat what is required. Jn 
porous, gravelly subsoils the process 
is useless and olten injurious. 
Sub- 


noil plowing does not produce mois- 
ture; it simply puts the ground in 
good condition to receive and retain 
moisture from precipitation. 
The ca- 


pacity of a porous soil to retain mois- 
ture is well illustrated by this bit of 
experience: 
Early last spring the 


writer had several loads of coarse 
sand and gravel hauled and deposited 
in piles of about one cubic yard each. 
This was removed about the'end of the 
protracted drouth. 
Six inches below 


the surface it was wet enough for any 
purpose of plant growth. 
About the 


same time post holes dug in the black, 
still soil near by showed it to be ap- 
parently perfectly dry as deep as the 
augur went, eighteen inches to two 
feet. Snbsoiling should neve- be done 
when the soil is very wet, for this 
leaves the ground in a worse condition 
than before. 
Subsoiling should be 


done in fall or winter, so that repeated 
rains may settle it and till it to satur- 
ation. 
After this a shallow stirringof 


the surface will retain the moisture, 
with but little subsequent rain.— 
Texas Farm and Kanch. 


and holes left from decayed stamps 
and roots of trees assist in this under- 
ground drainage. 


(d) The litter with the stumps and 


protecting roots, and trunks of trees 
prevents the water from rapidly run- 
ning over the ground and from gaining 
the momentum and force which is 
necessary in order to gully the soil, 
and prevents the drifting and the rapid 
thawing of snow, thereby insuring 
more even distribution of the waters, 
and increases the time during which it 
can be absorbed into the soil. 


Wherever the ground in hilly coun- 


try is not fit for agricultural use it 
should be kept and set as iorest, not 
only to make it produce a timber crop, 
but to prevent the washing. The for- 
est should occupy all hilltops, which, 
as a rule, have too thin a soil for prof- 
itable agricultural use; it should be 
kept growing on the steeper slopes 
where the water acquires the greatest 
momentum, and the loosening of the 
soil by the plow favors erosive action, 
and it should be on all rocky and un- 
even spots, because producing useful 
material even on such unfavorable sit- 
uations.—Philadelphia Ledger.

DEEP PLOWING. 


A friend asks if it is any benefit to 


plow run-down land deeply that has 
only been skimmed over before. Well, 
1 cannot answer positively in your 
case. We have been bringing up a 
farm that was run down and never had 
been plowed deeply, and we know that 
a gradual deepening of the soil, by 
plowing a little deeper each time we 
break up a sod, has been of great 
benefit to us. I believe that gener- 
ally this will be true. We expose more 
soil to the action of frost nnd air and 
sun. 
We get more loosened UD so we 


can pulverize it and stir it around. 
Thus we liberate more plant food, or 
make it available for our crops. But 
now, there are exceptions to this rule. 
So test the matter carefully for your- 
self. Increase depth of plowing very 
gradually. The probabilities are tiiat 
you will see results that will cause 
you to keep on. Your soil and subsoil 
has considerable of clay in it, as has 
nearly all of ours. On light, sandy 
land it would be different, of coarse. 


It will help "level land" to tile 


drain it, where water has to evaporate 
from the surface, where there is not 
natural underdrainage, so it can 
readily soak down, and the same of 
rolling land, too. 
"Why were yon so 


afraid of rain after sowing your wheat? 
I should think it needed rain to start 
the seed. Is it best to make soil so 
fine?" It certainly is best for the 
young plants to make a fine, firm seed 
bed. 
It cannot be made too fine and 


firm for the good of the wheat. 
The 


plants cannot start and grow as well 
in roughly prepared ground. 
The 


little roots cannot get food as well. I 
•was not afraid, of rain, but of heavy 
rain that would pack und run together 
this dustlike eoil, and wash much 
down the hillside on our rolling land. 
I have had every bit of wheat, along 
with the Eoil, taken right out of the 
drill rows on a hillside by a heavy 
rain after drilling. 
There would not 


be so much risk on roughly prepared 
land. Bnt that is not as good for the 
wheat. So we make it fine and take 
the risk. 
Now don't you see?—T.

TBEE FARMIXG. 


The importance of tree forming in 


the lands which, either from lack of 
food material in them or from loca- 
tion, as on steep hillsides, are fit for 
nothing else, and the money to be 
made in it, is being quietly proved in 
hundreds of localities in New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania, 
People find no 


difficulty in understanding*where the 
money is in it. But that other reason 
for tree planting, namely, to prevent 
the loss of fertility and the Ios5 of 
moisture, is rarely appreciated even 
by those who?e farms are washed away 
by every driving rain. 


The bulletin from the Department at 


Washington upon "Washed Soils" 
says the Jorest covering protects ths 
soil in the following ways: 


{a) By preventing rain from falling 


directly upon tbe sojl,lhe foliage of the 
tree crowns intercepting and breaking 
its lorce, the water reaching the soil 
more gently from the leaves along the 
branches and trunks of th? irees. 


(b) By interposing a loose cover, a 


mulch of litter, formed by the fall on 
branches and leave?, which breaks the 
direct force of the raindrops, »nd i 
keeps tbe soil frcm being compacted 
or puddled by their blows. 
| 


(c) The deeply penetrating roots; 


WHAT TO PEED HENS. 


Green bones are not used as exten- 


sively as they should be, because grain 
can be obtained with less difficulty 
and at low cost; but as egg-producing 
material, the bone is far superior to 
grain—nor does the bone really cost 
more than grain in some sections. 
The cutting of the bone into available 
sizes is now rendered an easy matter, 
as the bone cutter is within the reach 
of all. 
Eones fresh from the butcher 


have more or less meat adhering, and 
the more of &uch meat the better, as 
it will cost no more per pound than 
the bone, while the combination of 
both meat and bone is almost a per- 
fect food from which to produce eggs. 


If the farmer can get two extra egga 


per week from each hen in winter, he 
will make a large profit. We may add 
that if the product of each hen can be 
increased one egg per week only iu 
winter, that one egg will pay for all 
the food she can possibly consume, 
and it therefore pays to feed the sub- 
stances that will induce the hens to 
lay. If the hens are consuming food, 
and yet are producing no eggs, they 
will cause a loss to their owner; and 
this happens every winter on a large 
number of farms. The hens receive 
plenty of food, but not of the 
kind. 


A pound of cut green bone is suf- 


ficient for sixteen hens one day, which 
means that one cent will pay for that 
number of iowls. 
If one quart of 


grain be fed at night to sixteen hens, 
and one pound of bone in the morn- 
ing, it should be ample for each day 
(and the majority of fanciers do) we 
find in winter. Jn summer only the 
bone need be given. 
Snch a diet 


provides fat, starch, nitrogen, phos- 
phates, lime, and all the substances 
required to enable the hens to lay 
eggs. As an egg is worth about three 
cents in winter, it is plain that it is 
cheaper to feed bone than grain, as 
the greater number of eggs not only 
reduces the total cost, but increases 
the profits as well. 


The bone cutter is as necessary to 


the poultryman as his feed mill. 
It 


enables him to use an excellent and 
cheap food, and gives him a profit 
where he might otherwise be com- 
pelled to suffer a losa. 
It is claimed 


that the bone cutter pays for itself in 
eggs, and really costs nothing. Bones 
are now one of the staple articles of 
food for poultry, and no rations should 
have them emitted. 
They are food, 


grit and lime, all combined in one, 
and the hens will leave all other foods 
to receive the cut bone. 
If cut fine, 


even chicks and ducklings will relish 
such excellent food, while turkeys will 
grow rapidly on it. To meet with suc- 
cess requires the use of the best ma- 
terials, ana green bone beats all other 
substances as food for poultry. There 
is quite a difference between the 
green, fresh bone, rich in its juices aa 
if comes from the butchers, and the 
hard, dry bone which has lost its suc- 
culence. 
The value of all foods de- 


pends largely upon their digestibility, 
and the more this is provided for the 
greater the saving of food and the 
more economical the production of 
eggs.—Poultry Keeper.

TRE1S FARMING, 


The importance of tree farming in 
the lands which, either from lack of 
food material in thein or from loca­ 
tion, as on steep hillsides, are fit for 
nothing else, and the money to be 
made in it, is being quietly proved in 
hundreds of localities in New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. 
People find no 
difficulty in understanding where the 
money is in it. 
But that other reason 
for tree planting, namely, to prevent 
the loss of fertility and the loss of 
moisture, is rarely ajjpreciated even 
by those whose farms are washed away 
by every driving rain. 


The bulletin from the Department at 
Washington upon 
“ Wasned Soils” 
says the iorest covering protects tho 
soil in the following ways: 


(a) By preventing rain from falling 
directly upon the soil, the foliage of the 
tree crowns intercepting and breaking 
its force, the water reaching the soil 
more gently from the leaves along the 
branches and trunks of tin trees. 


(D) By interposing a loose cover, a 
mulch of litter, formed by the fall on 
branches and leaves, which breaks the 
direct force of the raindrops, and 
keeps the soil from being compacted 
or puddled by their blows. 


(c) The deeply penetrating roots 


lay. 
If the hens are consuming food, 
and yet are producing no eggs, they 
will cause a loss to their owner; aud 
this happens every winter on a large 
number of farms. 
The hens receive 
plenty of food, but not of the proper 
kind. 


A pound of cut green bone is suf­ 
ficient for sixteen hens one day, which 
means that one cent will pay for that 
number of fowls. 
If one quart of 
grain be fed at night to sixteen hens, 
and one pound of bone in the morn­ 
ing, it should be ample for each day 
(and the majority of fanciers do) we 
find in winter. 
Jn summer only tho 
bone need be given. 
Such a diet 
provides fat, starch, nitrogen, phos* 
phates, lime, and all the substances 
required to enable the hens to lay 
eggs. 
As an egg is worth about three 
cents in winter, it is plain that it is 
cheaper to feed bone than grain, as 
the greater number of eggs not only 
reduces the total cost, but increases 
the profits as well. 


The bone cutter is as necessary to 
the poultryman as his feed mill. 
It 
enables him to use an excellent and 
cheap food, and gives him a profit 
where he might otherwise be com­ 
pelled to suffer a loss. 
It is claimed 
that the bone cutter pays for itself in 
eggs, aud really costs nothing. Bones 
are now one of the staple articles of 
food for poultry, and no rations should 
have them emitted. 
They are food, 
grit and lime, all combined in one, 
and the hens will leave all other foods 
to receive the cut bone. 
If cut fine, 
even chicks and ducklings will relish 
such excellent food, while turkeys will 
gro w rapidly on it. 
To meet with suc­ 
cess requires the use of the best ma­ 
terials, and green bone beats all other 
substances as food for poultry. Thoro 
is quite a difference between 
the 
green, fresh bone, rich in its juices ag 
ii comes from the butchers, and the 
hard, dry bone which has lost its suc­ 
culence. 
The value of all foods de­ 
pends largely upon their digestibility» 
and the more this is provided for the 
greater the saving of food and the 
more economical the production ol 
eggs.—Poultry Keeper,

Of course a 
knot was n%ade to hold the first seed, 
after which they were simply strung 
in place, and as a string was finished 
it was tied to the rod, beginning at 
one side of the doorway.

vented the threads from becoming 
tangled by tying. 


After a sufficient number of threads 


had been finished to till two-thirds of 
the doorway, several shorter threads 
were strung and tied along the middle 
space. 
A pair ol horns was then 


placed above the middle o£ the door- 
way and these shorter threads were 
saught up in a careless shower, over 
the horns. The effect was better than 
that usually attained by filling the 
entire 
doorway 
with 
fall-length 


pendants. 


The strings did not tangle readily, 


as might be supposed they would; tbe 
labor of preparing is light and pleas- 
ant, and the resale attained is in every 
way desirable.—New England Home- 
stead.

AN ODD BUT PRETTX FORTIETHS, 


A dainty but simply prepared hang­ 
ing for a small doorway was recently 
devised by an ingenious woman. 
In 
the first place she sent to a large seed 
house and purchased a quantity of the 
seeds known as Job’s tears. 
These 
grow in India and resemble small, 
pearly gray shells. 
These seeds she 
threaded 
upon 
gray 
linen 
spool 
thread, cut in lengths to reach lrom 
the floor to the small brass red which 
extended across the upper pare of the 
doorway. 
The seeds were put on with 
soaces about one and a half inches left 
*between. 
The needle must not be too 
coarse, because if too large an open­ 
ing is made through the teed lor the 
thread to till, the seed will afterward 
slip. The thread should draw through 
the Beed rather hard. 
Of course a 
knot was nyule to hold the first seed, 
aftpr which they were simply strung 
in jjlace, and as a string was finished 
it was tied to the rod, beginning at 
one side of the doorway. 
This pre­ 
vented tho threads from becoming 
tangled by tying. 


A lter a suiiicient n u m b e r of th read s 
had been finished to till tw o-thirds o f 
the doorw ay, several sh o rte r th read s 
were s tru n g and tied along the m iddle 
B pace. 
A p a ir oJ h o rn s was then 
placed above the m iddle ol th e d o o r­ 
way and these sh o rte r th read s were 
caught u p in a careless show er, over 
th e horns. 
T h e effect was b e tte r than 
th at usually a tta in e d by iilling the 
entire 
doorw ay 
w ith 
full-length 
pendants. 


The strings did not tangle readily, 
as might be supposed thoy would; the 
labor of preparing is light and pleas­ 
ant, and the result attained is in every 
way desirable.—New England Home­ 
stead.

Stewed Ohesfcnuts, Cream Sauoe— 
Remove the shells irom a quart of large 
chestnuts blanch as almonds and cook 
in salted water until soft.

Orange Wafers—Two eggs, beaten, 
with one cup sugar; add one-half cup 
butter, stirred to a cream, one-haU 
cup milk, the grated rind of hall an or« 
ange and one and one*halt cup> liour, 
through which one tablespoontuJ bak­ 
ing powder has been silted. 
Drop 
small spoonfuls on buttered paper aud 
bake in a quick oven. 
When cold dip 
in tho following glaze and lay on but­ 
tered paper. 


Indian Pound Cake—Sift half a pint 
of line yellow meal and one-fourth pint 
of flour with a teaspooniul of baking 
powder, 
Mix with it one-quarter ot 
a grated nutmeg and a teaspoonful ol 
cinnamon. .JStir to a cream one-fourth 
pound butter with one-fourth pound 
sugar, add one-fourth teacupful milk. 
Beat lour eggs very light, stir their 
into tho butter and sugar, a little at a 
tune in turn with the meal. Bake one 
hour aud a half.

Fatal Explosion on a Kataian Warship. 


Canea, March 17.— The explosion of 


the Russian warship Cizoi Vellky off 
Suda bay Monday was more disastrous 
than was at first reported. The killed 
number 15, Including two officers. Thir- 
teen men were so badly injured that 
five have died, while a number of others 
received less serious injuries.

done a number of frightful explosions 
occurred. The fatally injured men are 
John O'Rourke, John Burns and An- 
tonio Molinaski. They cannot survive. 


Gordy Arrested on a Murder Charge. 
Georgetown, Del., March 15.—James 


M. Gordy is under arrest here charged 
with killing the woman whose dead 
body was found in Broadkiln creek 
last week. It is believed that he had 
recently married the woman, and 
murdered her to get possession of her 
money. She was Mrs. Mary Lewis a 
widow, of New York, The prisoner 
who is about 30 years old, has followed 
farming for a living, and is supposed 
to be worth considerable money. He 
Is an ignorant man, however.
